in the Thaw trial is complete. Brins- 
ing the loose ends of" his evidence to- 
gether, Littleton, a half hour before 
the luncheon recess, called his three 
experts on insanity, Drs. Wagner, Ev- 
ans and Jeliffe to the stand and be- 
gan propounding to them the

hypothetical questions to which thay 
are expected to reply that Thaw was 
insane 
when 
he killed 
Stanford 


White. The question is a lengthy one 
of 15,000 words, and it reviewed ev- 
ery particle of evidence that has been 
adduced by the defense. 


By means of three phj'sicians and 


a nurse, Littleton showed this morn- 
ing that Thaw, 
on two 
occasions, 


was treated for acute maniacal insan- 
ity, during one spell of Which for six 
days he was not only irrational, but 
extremely violent. 


Littleton also called Dr. Gaujtf to

witness failed to positively identify

say That we have only sixty-three cities 
and towns in the state which have a 
valuation of Sl.000.000. We have 222 
tovrns with a valuation less than 82oO,- 
COO eachj, aud three-fourths of ail our 
towns are less than §500.000 in valua- 
tion. In many of our towns, especially 
the smaller ones, highway taxes alone 
run from 1 to 3 cents, so yon see when 
these towns make appropriations for 
S'jod roads they are really struggling 
to improve taeir coudiiion. 


We hare, however, made a start iu 


the matter of state road building and 
are making progress every year. 
Ij. 


1901 a state road law was passed 
which was general In its application— 
that is, it provided that every town in 
the state might have state aid in com- 
plying with certain conditions. 
The 


amount which any town could expend 
under this original law was only §200 
per year, and the maximum state aid 
allowed on account of such expendi- 
ture was §100. Succeeding legislatures 
raised the amount until at present ?600 
is the maximum amount a town may 
expend and be reimbursed by the state 
for half its expenditure. 


The first 3-ear of the law only twelve 


towns took advantage of its provisions, 
while last year, the sixth year of its 
operation. 322 towns built their state 
reads and received state aid. This 
year 356 towns are building sections 
of state road. 


Our law provides that when a town 


makes appropriation and declares its 
intention to build state road tbe county 
commissioners shall designate in that 
town the main traveled thoroughfare, 
which shall thereafter be known as the 
state road, and that said appropriation 
shall be expended in improving some 
section of this road. Under this pro- 
vision for designating state roads 
about 2.400 miles of road have already 
been laid out 


TTp to the close of last year about 


?450.00Q had been expended by the 
towns aud the state in this reconstruc- 
tion work, aud nearly SCO miies of 
road had been worked upon.

work consists mainly in cutting down 
excessive grades, raising roads in 
Fwamps and low places, straightening 
crocked roads, taking out sharp curves 
y:id undcniraiuing quagmires. 


In general our surfacing material 


consists of gravel, but in ninny cases 
only the natural soil is used for this 
purpose. es:>ecia31y if gravel cannot be 
obtained within two miles of the loca- 
tion of the work- Probably in forty ] 
t««vns in the slate the surfacing mate- 
rial is crashed stone.

The Bricklayer and Mason talks to 


the point when it says that internal 
dissensions and jealousies seriously in- 
terfere with the progress of unionism. 
Not until the membership practices the 
virtue of unselfishness and eliminates 
its potty personal prejudices can tho 
labor movement achieve the success 
that the justice of its course deserves. 
Here is what the Bricklayer and Ma- 
sou says on the subject: 


One of tbe great drawbacks to the 


advancement of the trades union move- 
ment and one that brings it into con- 
tempt so often with the public general- 
ly and gives ammunition to those who 
are continually seeking the downfall 
of organized labor is the fact that in 
its affairs there is such a constant 
question of authority and discipline 
and so much bickering among the in 
dividual members. The trouble seems 
to be owing to so much jealousy aud 
selfishness being injected into union 
affaire, and these two causes, we be- 
lieve, are responsible for many of the 
unpleasant conditions that so many 
unions and executive committees of our 
international union are confronted with. 


We can safely assert, without fear 


of contradiction, that opposition based 
on personal animosity simply goes on 
and on until the unions and individu- 
als thereof opposing each other can see 


j no good whatever in any measure that 


may be introduced, and usually condi- 
tions become such that the chain of 
brotherhood, which should bind all to- 
gether, is broken in two. and, no mat- 
ter what the other fellow or union 
suggests, whether there is merit iu it 
or riot, it is knocked on general prin-

The purpose of the new 
law Is to encourage thrift aud saving 
Simons working classes of the country 
and U> insure the bunelk-iarU's au an- 
nual Income after they have readied 
the age of sixty or sixty-live years suf- 
ticii'iit to keep them from actual waut 


To illustrate the operation of the 


proposed bill it may be pointed out 
that for an atiiiual contribution of $13. 
.beginning at the age of twenty years, 
tho heiiiMU'iary will become entitled, 
after he has reached the age of sixty, 
to an annuity of $120 per year there- 
after as long as he lives. 
If the an- 


nuitant prefers to wait for his annuity 
until liv has reached the age of sixty- 
five years he will then be entitled to 
$200 per annum. 


The contributor's savings will be 


paid into the local postolh'ees wherever 
they iriay reside. These savings will 
then be given compound interest, half 
yearly, from the government at the 
rate of 4 per cent. 


A government annuity will not be 


made in favor of any person other 
than the actual annuitant nor for a 
larger amount per annum than $400. 
No annuity will be paid until the bene- 
ficiary has attained the age of sLxty 
years. Whore a family is desirous of 
assuring itself of more than $400 year- 
ly there is nothing to prevent the wife

From its inception to its close the 


Cuban rebellion was kept alive by 
American contributions of cash, arms 
and volunteers.

During the last two years of 
the rebellion his \cssels were almost 
openly fitted out to carry arms and 
other supplies, but if the United States 
cutters chesed them off the coast they 
did not overhaul tliern at sea.

Power House, Transmission Lines and 


Substation on Wheels. 


Seventy-five miles of hard running 


over all kinds of railroads the other 
day showed that the new type of gas- 
electric car made by a big electric 
company is a decided success, and it 
promises to revolutionize railroading 
on short lines, says a Schenectady 
(N. Y.) special dispatch to the New 
York M orld. The test of the car was 
an official one. A speed of sixty miles 
an hour was made. Perfect control of 
the speed was possible at all times. 


In a space of 8 by 9 feet this car 


combines the power house, transmis- 
sion lines, substations and all the ben- 
efits of electric traction without the 
costly and cumbersome effects of the 
trolley. One man can operate and con- 
trol the whole. 


Two electric motors of sixty horse- 


power each drive the car, and these 
are furnished current by a 120 horse- 
power direct current generator, which 
in turn is driven by an eight cylinder 
gas engine, \vhieh consumes gasoline. 
Not even the exhausted gases aie 
•wasted, for these are drhen through 
pipes to beat the car.

FUTURE OF AEROPLANES. 


Farman Expects Five Hour Aerial 


Line Between Paris and London. 


Henry Farman, the French aeronaut 


who recently won the Deutsoh-Arch- 
deacon prize, in an interview at Paris 
on the future of aerial navigation said 
that the best results in aeroplane trav- 
el would be had from a combination of 
the principles of the Bleriot machine 
and the cubic cellular aeroplane used 
by Santos-Dumont and himself. For 
the present he regards aeroplanes as 
purely sporting machines, but expects 
their development to be rapid and 
foresees the time when an aeroplane 
omnibus will cover the distance be- 
tween, Paris and London in five hours. 
M. Farman feels certain that within 
twelve mouths aeroplanes will be able 
to travel seventy-five to a hundred 
miles at an insignificant cost compared 
with the expense of running an auto- 
mobile for the same distance.

SCHOOL FOR TRUANTS. 


No Bolts or Bars, but Bad Boys Will 


Not Want to Run Away. 


The new Parental school in Los An- 


geles, Cal., will be completed In a few 
weeks and will be opened on Jan. 31. 
It is on the Los Felix road and,i» sur- 
rounded by eleven acres of beautiful 
slornug ground extending from 
the 


Los Angeles river to the Elysian hills, 
The building cost $14,000 and the land 
$10.000, says the Los Angeles Times. 


No other city in the United States 


has just such an institution, although, 
Ke\v York is building onfe for similar 
purposes at a cost of $700,000. 


The Parental school is to house tru- 


ants and delinquents whose environ- 
ments are such that reform cannot be 
effected without removing them from 
their homes. It is intended for boya 
from eight to fourteen years of age, 
but is not to be an adjunct to the Ju- 
venile court 


The new building is to have no bolts 


or bars, and there will not be a single 
guard. No uniform will be worn by 
the lads, and each will have his own 
little room, full of sunshine. The pu- 
pils will be in school probably not 
more than half of each day. and the 
rest of the time will be devoted to 
healthful employment out of doom. 
There will be none of the marks of jail 
or institutional life. 


Since 95 per cent of the successful 


men in the world were brought up on 
a farm it is purposed to give the tru- 
ants the benefit of joy and of country 
existence. 


The new building has been con- 


structed in the old Spanish style, the 
rooms beine built around a court On 
the west side will be the superintend- 
ent's living room and office. There 
will be twenty-four bedrooms, eacb 
with a large window, and a library, 
which opens into the large recreation 
room, with its bis fireplace, •where the 
youngsters may sit in the evening and 
swap yarns.
